Aimed at election bribers and intend- 
ed to prevent the use of money at elec- 
tions, a bill changing the present law 
concerning bribery has been prepared 
by J udge T. L. Blakey, assistant attor- 
ney general. The bill will be introduc- 
ed in the Senate by Senator A. R. Bur- 
nam, of Richmond. The most impor- 
tant provision of the new bill makes 
the man who receives the bribe a com- 
petent witness against the man who of- 
fers the bribe. Under the present law 
the bribe taker is equally guilty with 
the bribe [giver and, being particeps 
criminis, is not a competent witness 
against the man who gave the bribe. 

Death’s invasion of the fast-thin- 
ning ranks of war veterans caused 48,- 
312 names to be dropped from the pen- 
sion rolls of the United States last year. 
Of this number, 32,831 were survivors 
of the Civil War. The total loss to the 
pension roll from all causes was 51,681. 
In striking contrast to these figures, 
comprised in the annual report of Ves- 
pasian Warner, Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, is the statement that the Gov- 
ernment paid out in pensions in the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1909, $161.- 
973,703, which the commissioner de- 
clare. is the larges't amount ever dis- 
bursed for pensions in one year. 

The prospects for the Democrats con- 
trolling the next State Senate are ex- 1 
ceedingly good. With seven Democrat- 
ic Senators as holdovers and eight 
Democratic nominees who have no op- 
position, the Democrats will only have 
to elect five ' members to control the 
next Senate. The Democratic campaign 
committee claims there are at least 10 
districts in which elections are to be 
held that the Democrats have a good 
chance. In several of these districts 
the chances are more than good. 

Lady Francis Cook, who represents 
the Women's Freedom League, the 
English organization that is seeking 
woman suffrage by peaceful methods, 
has arrived in New York from England. 
She says she is willing to spend herfor- 
tune of $1,000,000 to further the cause. 

The Danville Advocate, after having 
carefully sized up the situation, says 
that Jason Wesley will be the worst 
beaten candidate that has ever offered 
against a Democratic nominee in this 
senatorial district. Bad news for Ja- 
son but the truth all the same. 

Mr. George C. Keller, formerly of 
this office, has assumed the editorial 
and business management of the Orlan- 
do, Fla., Reporter-Star, a prosperous 
daily paper. Mr. Keller is a very capa- 
ble newspaper man and we predict he 
will make the Reporter-Star brighter 
and better than ever. 

On the historic ground where Lord 
Cornwallis, 128 years ago, sealed the 
doom of Britain’s rule over what is 
now a part of the United States, pa- 
triotic Americans gathered Tuesday to 
celebrate the anniveersary of the fa- 
mous surrender. 

So great has been the demand for the 
new Lincoln pennies that nothing else 
has been coined at the Philadelphia 
mint since the end of June. The coin- 
age of the copper coins in the three and 
a half months has reached the total of 
70,000,000 pennies, which is equivalent 
to the average annual output of the 
last decade.
